2. The use of the trademark Velcro has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2, 7, 8-9, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the front and back area" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The only areas set forth in claim 1 are the open areas. 
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Claim 7 recites the limitation "the... rear sections" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
Claim 1 sets forth a back section. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the front and rear sides" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

It isn't clear if the sides are the same features as the sections set forth in claim 1 . 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 7, 8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sutton in view of Bienen, cited by applicant. 

Sutton teaches a cover for a removable pouch or bag. Note the embodiments in 
Figures 5 and 6 where the frame is defined by a bottom panel (25) to which side 
sections are attached. Front and back sections are also attached leaving open 
rectangular open areas in the front. The front and back sections (12) are attached to 
the bottom panel through the side sections. A handle is then attached to the side 
sections. Sutton also teaches other variations of the construction which includes a pair 
of straps. So have merely provided the frame with front and back sections secured 
directly to the bottom panel to enclose the bottom of the pouch to protect the corners 
and edges from wear would have been obvious in view of Bienen teaching such a 
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covering frame with front and back open areas. Note that the frame of Sutton is formed 
of leather and may include a pocket structure. 

In the two strap arrangement discussed by Sutton one would have a pair of 
straps extending from the band along the bottom, as claimed. Note that the insert in 
Figure 6 of Sutton has a flap closeable by a zipper. 

5. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Meadow. 

To have optionally made the insert and frame of different material with the insert 
of fabric would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Meadow. 

6. Claims 9-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goldsmith and Gumbrill show bags with loops for handles. 
Sanders, Waggoner, Chapman, Ocre, Macinai et at, Kase, Ginsburg and Carey et al 
show bags with removable inserts. Farkas, Hovis and Salz show bags with removable 
pouches.
